- By the power vested in me in Section 6, Article V and Section 11, Article VI 
of the Montana Constitution and such other applicable laws, I hereby call 
the Montana Legislature to convene into special session, commencing at 10 
a.m., Monday, the 6th day of January, 1992. 


I have determined that it is in the public interest that the legislature 
convene into special session. I hereby direct the Special Session of the Fifty- 
Second Montana Legislature to consider action that would: 


1 


Revise House Joint Resolution 24, passed and approved by the 
52nd Montana Legislative Assembly, to update revenue estimates 
for the state general fund and school equalization account. 


Amend House Bill 2, Chapter 815, Laws of Montana, 1991, and 
consider reductions in other appropriations for the purpose of 
balancing the state budget for the 1993 biennium and reducing the 
state’s overall financial obligations. Consider legislation necessary 
to implement reductions in appropriations. 


This request excludes consideration of elementary and high school 
district 1993 biennium foundation program and the school 
foundation payment schedules as provided by Sections 20-9-318, 
20-9-319 and 20-9-320, MCA. 


Consider transfer of various funds and the diversion of revenues 
from other funds to the general fund and/or school equalization 
account for the purpose of balancing the budget for the 1993 
biennium. 


Eliminate the authority of the Department of Revenue to establish 
and maintain state employee operated liquor stores after June 30, 
1993; converting approximately thirty (30) state-owned liquor 
stores to agency franchise operations; and diverting the 1993 
biennium inventory investment and expenditure savings of this 
legislation to offset tuition increases on Montana’s postsecondary 
education system which were imposed by the Board of Regents 
scheduled to take effect January 1992. 
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5. Establish for tax years beginning after December 31, 1992, 
mandatory payment dates of April 15, June 15, September 15 and 
January 15 for the estimated state individual income tax. Any 
resulting difference in tax receipts between fiscal years as a result 
of this legislation shall be used to balance the state’s budget for the 
1993 biennium and not to increase the state’s overall financial 
obligation. 


6. Consider legislation to appropriate funds for expenditures directly 
related to the special session.

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


I will not keep you long this morning. My remarks will be brief 
because you have important work ahead of you. Completing that work in 
a timely manner will be appreciated by the Montanans we are elected to 
serve. 


Your mission over the next few days is very straightforward: bring 
the state’s general fund spending into balance with the anticipated general 
fund revenues. Adjusting budgets is never easy, but accomplishing our 
mission can be done by scaling back the funding increases you provided 
state agencies in the regular session. With this type of action, virtually 
every state service...education, human services, institutions, natural 
resources and general government...will still be operating with increased 
funding over what was allocated for the last biennium. We need to do some 
belt tightening, but we do not need to disrupt the delivery of public services 


to Montanans. 
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To assist you in your task, state agencies have developed a 
blueprint for you to follow. It’s a plan that balances the state’s budget 
without increasing _taxes...provides _funding increases for state 
services...and addresses the state’s cash flow needs over the biennium. It’s 
a plan that does not deprive Montanans of needed and necessary services 
while taking into account the financial resources available. 


This blueprint has been five months in the making. I cannot say 
enough about the cooperative efforts put forth by the men and women in 
our state agencies who have worked diligently to put this plan together. I 
commend them for their work and ask that every member of the House and 
Senate give this blueprint serious, thoughtful and informed consideration. 
It deserves nothing less. 


Montana is not alone in having to address spending reductions. 
Two-thirds of the states in this country are revising their budgets because 
of the effects of the national economy, lower interest rates, federal 
mandates and other factors. The silver lining for Montana is that our fiscal 
situation is more stable in comparison with other states. And, our solution 
does not require the draconian options faced by other states. 


-- In Maine, state school aid is being cut and over 2600 state 
employees will be laid off. 


-- In Connecticut, more than 6% (3,600 of 55,000) of the state’s 
workforce has been laid off. 


-- In California, the administration has proposed a referendum to 
cut welfare grants by as much as 25%. 


-- In Washington state, 1100 state employees could be laid off, a 
19% tuition increase is being recommended for university students, 
and over $30 million has been cut from the budget for schools. 


-- In our neighbor Wyoming, a state pay freeze and $100 million in 
budget cuts are planned for this year and another 12% reduction 
in state spending is being planned for next year. 


-- In Montana, we are addressing a $106 million budget deficit by 
implementing increased efficiencies within our agency operations, 
delaying new program start ups, reducing general fund spending 
and making more efficient use of the non-general fund resources 
available to us. There are no massive layoffs, no pay freezes, no 
reductions in education funding or funding for any necessary state 
service. In fact, education funding is up 24%...human services 
funds are up 21%...our institutions have an 11% increase in their 
budgets. Let me repeat that the blueprint we are presenting to you 
balances Montana’s budget by reducing the increases you as 
legislators provided state service in the last session. State support 
is more, not less, for these services and the budget increases are 
provided responsibly...all this is done without increasing the tax 
burden on Montana's taxpayers. 
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The fact that Montana’s fiscal situation is better than many other 
states reflects well on your performance as Montana legislators. Yours is a 
superior track record and your counterparts in other states recognize that. 


A word of caution. Special interest groups, whose voices are raised 
in every legislative session, will be in attendance to promote ever increasing 
spending for their favored projects. They are the advocates of more 
spending and increased taxes for Montanans provided their cause receives 
the additional funds. Montanans whose taxes pay the costs of government 
support reduced spending and oppose those who clamor for tax increases. 


Let us remember that among the western states, Montana is: 


1. Second in per capita tax revenue; 

2. Second [formerly first] in top marginal income tax rates; 
3. Second in income taxes as a fraction of income; 

4. Second in property taxes as a percentage of income. 


Do heavy state taxes hurt jobs and economic growth? When a state 
taxes more than other states in the region, the answer is clearly "yes". 


An important statement previously published in the Montana press 
bears repeating. In a detailed analysis of state tax policies, Stephen Moore 
of the Texas Public Policy Foundation made this conclusion: "Today the 
almost universal evidence indicates that the states’ relative economic 
performance is intricately linked to their tax burdens. That research of the 
1980’s shows that low-tax states and states with declining tax burdens 
have created more jobs, have experienced faster income growth, and have 
attracted more new businesses than high tax states." 


Moore concluded his analysis with this sweeping statement. "There 
is no such thing as a pro-growth tax." 


In balancing our budget in Montana the solution is less spendi 
not more taxes. 


Let me touch briefly on a topic that is a top priority for Montanans 
and all of us here who are elected to represent the collective interest of 
Montanans. That topic is education. 


The legislature should be aware that the Call for this Special 
Session was prepared in consultation with the legislative leaders of both 
parties. I have recommended that the State’s school equalization payments 
to local school districts not be included in the consideration of spending 
reductions. In fact, about half of the budget actions we are recommending 
are being taken to ensure that Montana's public schools continue to receive 
the state funds previously appropriated. 


In addition, one of the major actions you will be asked to approve 
is a program to eliminate the mid-year college tuition hike passed by the 
Board of Regents. This is a fairness issue for the students which can be 
addressed by demonstrating that education is clearly a priority service of 
government. We have a proposal which moves state government out of an 
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area which is clearly not a needed and necessary government service...the 
retail sale of liquor. The private sector can and does handle that service 
very well. In our proposal, we will take the revenues realized from this 
change and invest it in an area which is a high priority for Montanans and 
an important government function...that’s education. 


Let me provide a brief history of Montana’s continuing policy of 
creating privately operated agency liquor stores. 


In 1975 under Governor Tom Judge, Montana owned and operated 
138 liquor stores. Under authority granted by the legislature, the 
administrations of Governor Judge and later Governor Schwinden reduced 
the number of state-owned stores to 40. 


As private contractors took over the operation of these 98 stores the 
number of state employees were reduced from 337 to 125. Prior to 1989, 
there was no outcry that state workers were losing jobs, or that state policy 
privatizing state-owned stores was not in the public interest. 


Today, Montana operates 30 state-owned outlets while 93 agency 
operations are serving the public very well. 


To continue this policy by moving the state’s 30 remaining state- 
owned liquor stores to agency status will not diminish revenues to the state 
or services to the public, but it will create a one-time influx of $4 million to 
eliminate the mid-year tuition increase. There will be ongoing savings for 
Montana's taxpayers as well. State employees in those stores will be given 
preferential treatment and provided options for their future career 
opportunities. 


Under our proposal, agency stores will have the flexibility to serve 
the public with expanded hours. During busy periods such as the holiday 
season, there will be no requirement to close on Mondays, or state holidays, 
or to maintain 9-5 hours. The owner of the franchise will be free to 
establish hours in keeping with public demand. This change benefits the 


public and Montana’s university students. 


The future of Montana’s University System is important to each and 
every one of us gathered here today. It’s important to the future of 
Montana. That’s why we've made the university system a priority in each 
of the budgets we've presented to this appropriating body. The system's 
priority position has not changed in the revised budget we are submitting 
to you in this special session. 


We are asking the Board of Regents and the university system to 
reduce their general fund spending by $16 million. Even with this general 
fund reduction, the university system will still receive an additional $30 
million or a 13% increase in general fund money compared with what it 
spent last biennium. The system will have an additional $77 million when 
one considers all funds. These amounts are substantial and demonstrate 


a strong commitment of support for our system of higher education. 
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Montana is one of the few states in the nation which has provided 
funding increases in excess of 10% for its colleges and universities this 
year. We are working to increase those financial resources even more 
through economic growth and creating new job opportunities for 
Montanans. As these efforts succeed, higher education benefits. 


In addition to increased funding, the system is in need of structural 
change as well. That’s not something for this special session to add to its 
agenda, it’s something that requires a lengthier, more detailed review and 
approach. The Education Commission for the 90s and Beyond which I 
appointed recommended an ongoing review of higher education’s needs and 
operations by a public advisory group. We will be working with the Board 
of Regents, the Commissioner’s Office, and legislative leaders to conduct 


this review. As Governor, I intend to take a leadership role in this endeavor. 


Our university system can and should be the best in the West. A 
highly trained and educated workforce is essential toward attracting 
business and creating jobs for Montana. An outstanding university system, 
working in partnership with the private business sector is a vital and 
necessary component in our state’s economic development. This can be 
accomplished over time by minimizing duplication, providing administrative 
efficiency and making the maximum use of new communications 
technology to meld our entire system of post-secondary education into a 


single, truly unified system. And _ it can be done without reducing the 
mission of a single unit in any of our communities. 


This special session has evolved in a spirit of mutual cooperation 
between the legislative and executive branches. As an added example of 
this, we have expanded the session’s call to address how Montana will 
handle our upcoming primary election in light of the state’s lawsuit 
regarding the Census and Congressional Reapportionment. This is one of 
a number of bipartisan actions we've taken and I trust that spirit of 
cooperation will continue through sine die. 


I want to express my appreciation to our four legislative leaders, 
Senate President Joe Mazurek and Minority Leader Bruce Crippen, and 
House Speaker Hal Harper and Minority Leader John Mercer, for the work 
they have performed in preparing for the session and to commend 
Appropriations Chairnan, Francis Bardanouve, and Finance and Claims 
Chairman, Judy Jacobson, and the members of their respective 
committees, for the considerable work they have performed in scheduling 
important public hearings in advance of today’s commencement of the full 
Assembly. 


Together we have an opportunity to demonstrate to Montanans that, 
at the top of this new year of 1992, we can resolve serious matters in a 
responsible bipartisan manner that will reflect credit on how state 
government should function. 


The public will be monitoring our performance and passing 
judgment. 


I wish you well in your deliberations. 
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The select committee escorted Governor Stephens and his official party 
from the joint session.

52nd Montana Legislature, to update revenue estimates for the 
state general fund and school equalization account. 


AA Amend House Bill 2, Chapter 815, Laws of Montana, 1991, and 
consider reductions in other appropriations for the purpose of 
balancing the state budget for the 1993 biennium and reducing the 
state’s overall financial obligations. Consider legislation necessary 
to implement reductions in appropriations. 


This request excludes consideration of elementary and high school 
district 1993 biennium foundation programs and the school 
foundation payment schedules as provided by Sections 20-9-318, 
20-9-319, and 20-9-320, MCA. 


ref Consider transfer of various funds and the diversion of revenues 
from other funds to the general fund and/or school equalization 
account for the purpose of balancing the budget for the 1993 
biennium. 


4. Eliminate the authority of the Department of Revenue to establish 
and maintain state employee-operated liquor stores after June 30, 
1993; converting approximately thirty (30) state-owned liquor 
stores to agency franchise operations; and diverting the 1993 
biennium inventory investment and expenditure savings of this 
legislation to offset tuition increases on Montana’s postsecondary 
education system which were imposed by the Board of Regents, 
scheduled to take effect January 1992. 
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afi Establish for tax years beginning after December 31, 1992, 
mandatory payment dates of April 15, June 15, September 15, and 
January 15 for the estimated state individual income tax. Any 
resulting difference in tax receipts between fiscal years as a result 
of this legislation shall be used to balance the state’s budget for the 
1993 biennium and not to increase the state’s overall financial 
obligation. 


6. Consider legislation to appropriate funds for expenditures directly 
related to the special session.

Governor of the State of Montana. Motion carried. 
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Senator Van Valkenburg moved President Mazurek be authorized to appoint 
a committee of four to notify the Governor that we are in joint session and 
are ready to receive his State of the State Address. Motion carried. 


President Mazurek appointed Senators Jacobson and Nathe and 
Representatives Brooke and Wallin and discharged them to escort the 
Governor to the House Chamber. 


The committee escorted His Excellency, Governor Stephens, and Senate 
Sergeant-at-Arms Carlson escorted members of the Governor's official party 
into the House Chamber.

President Mazurek introduced the Honorable Stan Stephens, Governor of 
the State of Montana, who then delivered the following address: 


REMARKS OF GOVERNOR STAN STEPHENS 
OPENING THE 1992 SPECIAL LEGISLATIVE SESSION 
MONTANA HOUSE CHAMBERS, STATE CAPITOL BUILDING 
JANUARY 6, 1992, 10:45 A.M. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


I will not keep you long this morning. My remarks will be brief 
because you have important work ahead of you. Completing that work in 
a timely manner will be appreciated by the Montanans we are elected to 
serve. 


Your mission over the next few days is very straightforward: bring 
the state’s general fund spending into balance with the anticipated general 
fund revenues. Adjusting budgets is never easy, but accomplishing our 
mission can be done by scaling back the funding increases you provided 
state agencies in the regular session. With this type of action, virtually 
every state service...education, human services, institutions, natural 
resources and general government...will still be operating with increased 
funding over what was allocated for the last biennium. We need to do some 


belt tightening, but we do not need to disrupt the delivery of public services 
to Montanans. 


To assist you in your task, state agencies have developed a 
blueprint for you to follow. It’s a plan that balances the state’s budget 
without increasing _taxes...provides funding increases for state 
services...and addresses the state’s cash flow needs over the biennium. It’s 
a plan that does not deprive Montanans of needed and necessary services 
while taking into account the financial resources available. 


This blueprint has been five months in the making. I cannot say 
enough about the cooperative efforts put forth by the men and women in 
our state agencies who have worked diligently to put this plan together. I 
commend them for their work and ask that every member of the House and 
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Senate give this blueprint serious, thoughtful and informed consideration. 
It deserves nothing less. 


Montana is not alone in having to address spending reductions. 
Two-thirds of the states in this country are revising their budgets because 
of the effects of the national economy, lower interest rates, federal 
mandates and other factors. The silver lining for Montana is that our fiscal 
situation is more stable in comparison with other states. And, our solution 
does not require the draconian options faced by other states. 


-- In Maine, state school aid is being cut and over 2,600 state 
employees will be laid off. 


-- In Connecticut, more than 6% (3,600 of 55,000) of the state’s 
workforce has been laid off. 


-- In California, the administration has proposed a referendum to 
cut welfare grants by as much as 25%. 


-- In Washington State, 1,100 state employees could be laid off, a 
19% tuition increase is being recommended for university students, 
and over $30 million has been cut from the budget for schools. 


-- In our neighbor Wyoming, a state pay freeze and $100 million in 
budget cuts are planned for this year and another 12% reduction 
in state spending is being planned for next year. 


-- In Montana, we are addressing a $106 million budget deficit by 
implementing increased efficiencies within our agency operations, 
delaying new program start-ups, reducing general fund spending 
and making more efficient use of the nongeneral fund resources 
available to us. There are no massive layoffs, no pay freezes, no 
reductions in education funding or funding for any necessary state 
service. In fact, education funding is up 24%...human services 
funds are up 21%...our institutions have an 11% increase in their 
budgets. Let me repeat that the blueprint we are presenting to you 
balances Montana’s budget by reducing the increases you as 
legislators provided state services in the last session. State support 
is more, not less, for these services and the budget increases are 


provided responsibly...all this is done without increasing the tax 
burden on Montana's taxpayers. 


The fact that Montana’s fiscal situation is better than many other 
states reflects well on your performance as Montana legislators. Yours is a 
superior track record and your counterparts in other states recognize that. 


A word of caution. Special interest groups, whose voices are raised 
in every legislative session, will be in attendance to promote ever-increasing 
spending for their favored projects. They are the advocates of more 
spending and increased taxes for Montanans provided their cause receives 
the additional funds. Montanans whose taxes pay the costs of government 


support reduced spending and oppose those who clamor for tax increases. 
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Let us remember that among the western states, Montana is: 


1. Second in per capita tax revenue; 

2. Second [formerly first] in top marginal income tax rates; 
3. Second in income taxes as a fraction of income; 

4. Second in property taxes as a percentage of income. 


Do heavy state taxes hurt jobs and economic growth? When a state 
taxes more than other states in the region, the answer is clearly "yes". 


An important statement previously published in the Montana press 
bears repeating. In a detailed analysis of state tax policies, Stephen Moore 
of the Texas Public Policy Foundation made this conclusion: "Today the 
almost universal evidence indicates that the states’ relative economic 
performance is intricately linked to their tax burdens. That research of the 
1980s shows that low-tax states and states with declining tax burdens have 
created more jobs, have experienced faster income growth, and have 
attracted more new businesses than high tax states." 


Moore concluded his analysis with this sweeping statement. "There 
is no such thing as a progrowth tax." 


In balancing our budget in Montana the solution is less spending, 
not more taxes. 


Let me touch briefly on a topic that is a top priority for Montanans 
and all of us here who are elected to represent the collective interest of 
Montanans. That topic is education. 


The legislature should be aware that the Call for this Special 
Session was prepared in consultation with the legislative leaders of both 
parties. I have recommended that the State’s school equalization payments 
to local school districts not be included in the consideration of spending 
reductions. In fact, about half of the budget actions we are recommending 
are being taken to ensure that Montana’s public schools continue to receive 
the state funds previously appropriated. 


In addition, one of the major actions you will be asked to approve 
is a program to eliminate the mid-year college tuition hike passed by the 
Board of Regents. This is a fairness issue for the students which can be 
addressed by demonstrating that education is clearly a priority service of 
government. We have a proposal which moves state government out of an 
area which is clearly not a needed and necessary government service...the 
retail sale of liquor. The private sector can and does handle that service 
very well. In our proposal, we will take the revenues realized from this 
change and invest it in an area which is a high priority for Montanans and 
an important government function...that’s education. 


Let me provide a brief history of Montana’s continuing policy of 
creating privately operated agency liquor stores. 


In 1975 under Governor Tom Judge, Montana owned and operated 
138 liquor stores. Under authority granted by the legislature, the 
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administrations of Governor Judge and later Governor Schwinden reduced 
the number of state-owned stores to 40. 


As private contractors took over the operation of these 98 stores the 
number of state employees were reduced from 337 to 125. Prior to 1989, 
there was no outcry that state workers were losing jobs, or that state policy 
privatizing state-owned stores was not in the public interest. 


Today, Montana operates 30 state-owned outlets while 93 agency 
operations are serving the public very well. 


To continue this policy by moving the state’s 30 remaining state- 
owned liquor stores to agency status will not diminish revenues to the state 
or services to the public, but it will create a one-time influx of $4 million to 
eliminate the mid-year tuition increase. There will be ongoing savings for 
Montana’s taxpayers as well. State employees in those stores will be given 
preferential treatment and provided options for their future career 
opportunities. 


Under our proposal, agency stores will have the flexibility to serve 
the public with expanded hours. During busy periods such as the holiday 
season, there will be no requirement to close on Mondays, or state holidays, 
or to maintain 9-5 hours. The owner of the franchise will be free to 
establish hours in keeping with public demand. This change benefits the 


public and Montana’s university students. 


The future of Montana’s University System is important to each and 
every one of us gathered here today. It’s important to the future of 
Montana. That’s why we've made the university system a priority in each 
of the budgets we've presented to this appropriating body. The system’s 
priority position has not changed in the revised budget we are submitting 
to you in this special session. 


We are asking the Board of Regents and the university system to 
reduce their general fund spending by $16 million. Even with this general 
fund reduction, the university system will still receive an additional $30 
million or a 13% increase in general fund money compared with what it 
spent last biennium. The system will have an additional $77 million when 
one considers all funds. These amounts are substantial and demonstrate 


a strong commitment of support for our system of higher education. 


Montana is one of the few states in the nation which has provided 
funding increases in excess of 10% for its colleges and universities this 
year. We are working to increase those financial resources even more 
through economic growth and creating new job opportunities for 
Montanans. As these efforts succeed, higher education benefits. 


In addition to increased funding, the system is in need of structural 
change as well. That’s not something for this special session to add to its 
agenda, it’s something that requires a lengthier, more detailed review and 
approach. The Education Commission for the 90s and Beyond which I 
appointed recommended an ongoing review of higher education’s needs and 
operations by a public advisory group. We will be working with the Board 
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of Regents, the Commissioner's Office, and legislative leaders to conduct 


this review. As Governor, I intend to take a leadership role in this 
endeavor. 


Our university system can and should be the best in the West. A 
highly trained and educated workforce is essential toward attracting 
business and creating jobs for Montana. An outstanding university system, 
working in partnership with the private business sector is a vital and 
necessary component in our state’s economic development. This can be 
accomplished over time by minimizing duplication, providing administrative 
efficiency and making the maximum use of new communications 
technology to meld our entire system of postsecondary education into a 
single, truly unified system. And it can be done without reducing the 
mission of a single unit in any of our communities. 


This special session has evolved in a spirit of mutual cooperation 
between the legislative and executive branches. As an added example of 
this, we have expanded the session’s call to address how Montana will 
handle our upcoming primary election in light of the state’s lawsuit 
regarding the Census and Congressional Reapportionment. This is one of 
a number of bipartisan actions we've taken and I trust that spirit of 
cooperation will continue through sine die. 


I want to express my appreciation to our four legislative leaders, 
Senate President Joe Mazurek and Minority Leader Bruce Crippen, and 
House Speaker Hal Harper and Minority Leader John Mercer, for the work 
they have performed in preparing for the session and to commend 
Appropriations Chairman, Francis Bardanouve, and Finance and Claims 
Chairman, Judy Jacobson, and the members of their respective 
committees, for the considerable work they have performed in scheduling 
important public hearings in advance of today’s commencement of the full 
Assembly. 


Together we have an opportunity to demonstrate to Montanans that 
at the top of this new year of 1992, we can resolve serious matters in a 
responsible bipartisan manner that will reflect credit on how state 
government should function. 


The public will be monitoring our performance and passing 
judgment. 


I wish you well in your deliberations. 


The committee escorted Governor Stephens and the official party from the 
joint session. 


Senator Van Valkenburg moved the joint session of the 52nd Legislature, 
First Special Session, be adjourned. Motion carried.

HB 2, introduced bill, be amended as follows: 


(Refer to Introduced Bill) 
Strike everything after the enacting clause and insert: 


"Section 1. Chapter 815, Laws of 1991, is amended to read: 

"Section 1. Short title. [This act] may be cited as "The General 
Appropriations Act of 1991". 

Section 2. Limit on personal services transfer -- exceptions. (1) 
Funds appropriated for personal services or indicated in legislative intent 
as having been appropriated for personal services may not be expended 
under any other category unless the approving authority approves a 
specific agency request for the 1993 biennium only, which request is 
justified either on the basis of documented cost savings or as specified in 
subsection (2). The approving authority shall submit its analysis of the cost 
savings to the legislative auditor, with wages and fringe benefits separately 
documented from other cost savings. The legislative audit committee shall 
review the approving authority’s analysis and report to the 53rd legislature 
on the savings realized. 

(2) If an agency is unable to recruit and hire professional positions 
funded in the appropriation, funds appropriated for personal services may 
be used to fund an agreement or contract to provide services that are 
identical to those services performed by an authorized position. The amount 
used for the agreement or contract may not be more than the amount 
authorized for the position less any personal services reduction. The agency 
director shall certify to the approving authority, as defined in Heuse- Bul Ne. 
454 17-7-102, or his designated representative that the agency is unable 
to fill the position and that the services performed by that position are 
necessary. 

The agency and program 
appropriation tables in the legislative fiscal analyst narrative accompanying 
this bill, showing first level expenditures and funding for the 1993 
biennium, are adopted as legislative intent. 

If any agency reorganizes during the 
1993 biennium, the agency shall present for fiscal 1992 and fiscal 1993 by 
program: 
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(1) a restatement of the FTE records and financial records 
consistent with the reorganized structure; and 

(2) a comparison of the original operating budget to the revised 
operating budget that reflects the reorganization. Reorganization means 
transfer of functions or five or more FTE from one program to another. 

Section 5. Natural resources damage assessment repayment. In the 
natural resource damage assessment and litigation against the atlantic 
richfield company, the state shall seek repayment of any funds 
appropriated in [this act] that are expended by a state agency for the 
purpose of conducting the assessment and/or litigation. This repayment 
must include interest on the funds at a rate commensurate with rates 
earned in the short-term investment pool. 
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Section 7 6. Budget reduction. The line item for "budget reduction" 
reduces the agency’s total general fund appropriation. The agency, with the 
approval of the approving authority as defined in Heuse-Bilt Ne—454 17-7- 
102, shall determine the proportional share of the amount to be applied to 
each program and reduce that program’s appropriation accordingly. 

Section 8 7. Vacant positions. If a budgeted position remains 
unfilled for more than 6 months, the position may be filled only after 
approval by the approving authority. The approving authority shall 
document in writing the justification and approval for filling each position 
that was vacant for more than 6 months and shall provide the 
documentation to the office of budget and program planning and to the 
office of the legislative fiscal analyst if requested. If a budgeted position 
remains unfilled for more than 1 year, the approving authority may not 
include the position in the budget request base for the executive budget 
request that will be presented to the 53rd legislature. The budget request 
presented to the 53rd legislature must include an analysis of vacant 
positions subject to the approval requirement in this section and must 
specifically identify those positions that remained unfilled for more than 1 
year and are included in the budget request as modifications.

Language added to the bill 
requires the deposit of the proceeds of the King-Air sale in the general fund, 
at an anticipated net sale price of $575,000. The net gain to the general 
fund from the replacement of the King-Air would be $400,000. In addition, 
$15,920 of operating costs in fiscal and $19,925 in fiscal 1993 would be
